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REMARKS 



Claims 1 and 3 have been amended. Claims 4-7 have been withdrawn. New claims 8-12 
have been added. Claims 8-12 are pending. 

The Applicant would like to thank the Examiner for all courtesies extended during the 
interview of August 18, 2005, a copy of which is appended. 

The specification has been amended to more clearly distinguish the invention. 

Claims 1-3 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Farber 
(4,429,828). The Applicant respectfully traverses this rejection. Farber '828 does not disclose a 
method of forming a flexible pouch that includes a dimple having a predetermined width with a 
thickness that is less than the thickness of the web, as disclosed by the Applicant. Farber 4 828 
merely discloses an upper incision partially through the wall of the pouch and a slightly larger 
outer succession partially through the wall of the pouch. 

It is respectfully submitted that claims 1, 8 and 12 and the claims dependent therefrom 
are in a condition for allowance, which is solicited. If the Examiner finds to the contrary, it is 
respectfully requested that the undersigned in charge of this application be called at the telephone 
number given below to resolve any remaining issues.
